Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because; In response to applicant's argument that the 
neither Ellison nor Muftic do not teach how to issue and to verify ownership of a receipt while maintaining the owner anoymous or 
pseudonymous (Remarks, pg. 15), applicant's argument is not persuasive. This is a piecemeal argument that does not consider the 
rejection as a combination of the teachings of Lewis, Ellison and Muftic. One cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Hence, the claims remain rejected as being unpatentable over the 
prior art of record.. 
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
